formerly and at the proper season of the 
y ear. 
It will be remembered by many 
that for the past several y ear* the town 
of Palmy ra has tak en the lead in having 
good roads. 
Commissioner Beede and 
others over there adopted the plan of 
“jointing,” or grading, the roads late in 
the fall and in early spring which season­ 
able work had much to do in k eeping the 
highway in good condition at a very light 
ex pense. The Palmy ra authorities bought 
of J oh n L. Lord a jointer and with it and 
a span of horse9 ptused over the road. 
The jointer brought the earth from the 
sides to the center of the road; filling all 
low places, holes and ruts and leaving the 
wagon tract nicely rounded up; thus 
creat ing a perfect watershed which caused 
the rain fall to flow into the ditches and 
k ept the road dry and solid. 
A team aud 
jointer can easily work ten or fifteen 
mile9 per day and the cost is slight while 
good roads is the sure result. 
Ten dol­ 
lars ex pended in this way will do more 
to secure good roads than fifty dollars 
would iu the old way ; to say nothing of 
the great benefit of having good roads. 
The way to k eep roads in condition is to 
woik them at the proper season, which is 
in the early spring or late in the full by 
jointing and turnpik ing as soon in the 
spring as the ground is dry and in good 
condition for work ing, and not after h a r­ 
vest, and just before fall ruins set in; 
while the surface is soft and easy to mash 
and cut. 
It is to be hoped that the high­ 
way commissioners will give this m atter 
serious thought and act for the best inter­ 
ests of ail. 
A man with a team and joint­ 
er should be employ ed to work the high 
way s at proper season, and one team 
could do the work of all the roads iu a 
township. 
The man should be a practi­ 
cal man; a good work er and k now how 
and when to joint the roads and he should 
see that the work is well and faithfully 
done. 
These jointers are on the mark et; 
and most of the townships have them on 
hand. 
This work on the roads should 
not be left to r>e done when convenient 
and the time put in for gain—but some 
reliable and responsible man should be 
contracted with aud held responsible for 
the faithful discharge of hi9 duties. 
Do 
this and we will have good roads and Luilf 
the money usually ex pended out of season 
in the old way say ed. 
Let us have the 
views of practical men who have seen the 
great benefits of this proposed sy stem of 
jointing our roads. 
The country roads 
can and should be improved as much as 
the streets in a city .

A GREATER QUESTION THAN 
THE 
COMMERCE BETWEEN STATES. 


•én ator Heck E x p íalas H ow It Plague« 
th e B usiness 
M en for Lack of Uni*

W a s h in gton C ity , April J l —The senate 
finance sub-committee on undervaluation of 
import« , after nearly two y ears spent in in­ 
vestigating the subject, are about ready to 
submit a plan to remedy ex isting abuses. 
Senator Beck, a member of the committee, 
in an interview with a Star reporter, said 
It is an immense question, greater, I think, 
that that of inter-state commerce, and more 
difficult to deal with. 
No one can have an 
idea what it is until they get into 1L It af­ 
fects our entire customs service, the consular 
service, and all the business interests of tbe 
country . 
Hiere is a scramble among importers to 
get the valuations as low as possible. 
If one 
can get his goods in cheaper than his neigh­ 
bors ho can undersell them. 
Thus there is a 
constant cut-throat game going on that affects 
prices all over the country. 
Exporters send 
their goods here marked far below their 
real valuo and sell them in bond, tho transac­ 
tion being conducted on the other side. 
There is uo uniformity of valuation. 
Home 
merchants pay one price, some another, for 
the same articles, and those who pay less 
duty can undersell tho others. 
And goods 
are rated differently at different ports. Then 
the system of merchant appraisers is bod. 
You may sit to-day in appraisement of goods 
for a nun who will to-morrow be called upon 
to fix a valuo on goods of yours. 
There is 
likely to lie a tendency between you to be 
liberal with each other. 
It is asserted that 
merchants accommodate each other in their 
appraisements. 
Wo have studied tho matter 
very carefully, and think the most import­ 
ant thing is to secure uniformity of valua­ 
tion. 
To have tho valuation uniform is more 
important even than to have it just. 
We 
can not have the importer paying immense 
duties on hat linings, for instance, at one 
port, vvbilo tho importer at another pays 
morelya nominal dnty. 
The measure wo Irnvo agreed rpuii 
not 
full" formulated, but our idea is to do away 
with merchant appraisers and to provide for 
tho appointment of nine appraisers by tho 
government, three of whom will be located 
permanently in Now York city. 
The other 
.six will have charge of the other ports, and 
will make a uniform appraisement. 
Tho 
throe appraisers at Now York will actas a 
sort of board of appeals, to which questions 
in dispute w ill be carried. 
We want also to 
improve the consular service, so as to make 
it a help to tho customs service, instead oí a 
hindrance, r.s it now is. 
We will submit our 
general plan to tho secretary of the treasury 
and to the collectors of the i>orts of Boston. 
New York, nnd Philadelphia, and others, and 
will have the bill ready to present to the sen- 
ato ni soon aa congress moots.

REVISING THE K. OF L. CHARTER. 


Som e Im portant Changes Proposed by 
th e R evision C om m ittee. 
B oston 
, Mass., April 14.—The committee 
on law appointed at the last general assem­ 
bly of the Knights of Labor at Richmond, to 
revise the constitution, has finished its work. 
Following are the moat important regula­ 
tions adopted: 
The formation of national trades districts 
will be permitted, but thoee local assemblies 
exclusively composed of one trade, but at­ 
tached to a district assembly of mixed nature, 
must first obtain the permission of the dis­ 
trict assembly, then must forward its appli­ 
cation to tho general secretary, who will lay 
the matter before all tbe local assemblies of 
tho craft in the country. 
Besides tbe prohibition of rum sellors from 
membership, no local assembly will be al­ 
lowed to have any social gathering or pic- j 
nio where liquor is sold, and no membership 
will be allowed to disponse liquor in the name 
of an assembly. 
If such should occur tho 
charter of the assembly-will bo revoked aud 
tho members expelled. 
Every local assembly must obtain permis­ 
sion of tho district assembly before it can go 
on a strike. Tho penalty for violation of this 
rule is a revocation of charter. 
No person will have a right to make a mo­ 
tion in any local assembly that tho assembly 
withdraw as a body from tho order. No chair­ 
man will bo allowed to entertain any such mo­ 
tion. 
A ny individual desiring to withdraw’ 
can do so. 
The constitution as revised will be sub­ 
mitted to the local assemblies for adoption.

CANADA TO TAKE A HAND 


In th e Solution of tho Irish Q uestion— 
Curran's Proposed R esolution. 
P ittsbur g , Pa., 
April Vt.—The Times 
special from Ottawa, Ont., says: Mr. Cur­ 
ran, M. P., has given notice that on Monday 
next he will call the attention of the Domin­ 
ion government to the resolutions which 
were passed by it on two former occasions 
expressing its hope that the British parlia­ 
ment would grant some just measure of 
home rule to the people of Ireland, and that 
in place of this the imperial parliament has 
proposed a coercive bill which enacts tbe 
most stringent coercion measures for Ire­ 
land, by which tho Irish people will be de­ 
prived of rights most dear to British sub­ 
jects. 
In view of this, Curran will move that 
the house has learned with regret of the in­ 
troduction into the imperial house of com­ 
mons of the coercion bill above mentioned, 
anil protest against its adoption. 
Ho will 
further move that tho houso ox presses the 
hope that there may speedily be granted to 
Ireland such measures of home rule as is en­ 
joyed in tho Dominion of Canada, which 
will fittingly crown tho reign of Queen Vic­ 
toria as a constitutional sovereign and will 
come with special eclat in her jubilee year. 
The resolution will create considerable ex­ 
citement in parliament, as it will be taken in 
its present form as a vote of censure of tho 
parliament of Great Britain. 


C ham berlain H issed in .Scotland. 
G las g ow , April 14.—The lit. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Radical M. P. for Birming­ 
ham, while en route to Ayr, was met by a 
crowd at Kilmarnock, who insisted on a 
speech. 
After repeated demands Mr. Cham­ 
berlain complied. 
In the course of his re­ 
marks he said for the first time in its history 
the Liberal party was allied to men whose 
hands were stained with blood and who were 
assisting to obstruct the proceedings of par­ 
liament. 
His Unionist views with regard to 
the government of Ireland, he declared, were 
unaltered. 
During his speech he was fre­ 
quently interrupted, and it was noted that 
the hisses were generally louder than the 
cheers. 
The question that is dividing the Liberal 
party, Chamberlain said, is clearly and con­ 
cisely explained in a letter written by John 
Bright, who asserts that it is nothing less 
than the question of the preservation of or­ 
der, and the maintenance of the integrity of 
the Union. 
Chamberlain expressed himself 
as convince« ! that a large majority of the 
working classes havo no sympathy with a 
people who are daily committing crimes and 
outrages, or with those who by their alliance 
with such law-breakers encoiirago them to 
criminal acts. 


R elations of B ritain and Russia. 
L ondon, April 14.—Tho opposition press, 
commenting on the Anglo-Russian commis­ 
sion for tbe determination of the Russo- 
Afghan frontier, say that the optimist state­ 
ment that a friendly understanding had been 
effected between Russia and England is mis­ 
leading. 
The British government has ac­ 
cepted the Russian interpretation of the old 
treaties on the Oxus boundary. 
This they 
were bound • eventually to do, the territory 
claimed by Russia being then explicitly de­ 
scribed as belonging to that country. 
On 
the details the commission have not agreed. 
The real point is not the upper or lower line 
of the Oxus, but the possession of strategical 
points south of the line, enormously strength­ 
ening the Russian position iu relation to 
British India.

A NEW ORLEANS DOCTOR TRIES THE 
BERGERON METHOD 


W ith Results Thst Am m Beneflelul M 
They Am M snarkabls-B la Wife, Who 
W es oa the Brink of the Grov e, Rap­ 
idly Improv ing—Interesting Report on 
the Cnee. 


N e w O r le an s, La., April 14.—Ths medi­ 
cal fraternity of this city is considerably ex­ 
cited ov er the case of M rs E. M. Albers, 
whose death within a few days from “ gal­ 
loping” consumption was declared as certain 
by sev eral leading physicians a month ago, 
but who is now apparently on the road to 
complete recov ery. 
The lady is the wife of 
E. M. Albers, a prominent druggist of this 
city. 
All the doctors had giv en her up, and 
Mr. Albers determined to try carbonated 
add gas and sulphurated hydrogen gas, as 
first administered by Professor Bergeron, of 
Lyon, France, and recently experimented 
w ith at a hospital in Philadelphia. 
From a 
circular prepared by Mr. Albers for the ben­ 
efit of the medical profession in this city 
the following description of the case is 
taken. 
The symptoms in sixteen days prev ious to 
to March 20 were: Two-thirds of the left 
lung were destroyed. 
Examination by the 
microscope rev ealed bacilli and a large 
amount of lung tissue in the matter expec­ 
torated; temperature inv ariably from 103 to 
104; night sweats ev ery night; no appetite; 
cough continual; expectoration, two to four 
ounces daily. The patient’s mind was greatly 
depressed, though she was not aware of her 
condition. 
The treatment was begun on im­ 
prov ised apparatus March 26, and coughing 
spells ceased at once. 
The pains in the 
cnest disappeared in four days, the ap­ 
petite improv ed* at once. 
Result of first 
week: 
A gain of

clear; 
it was nearly a pound and 
a half at 
the end of the eighth day, and the tempera­ 
ture was reduced to normal. 
At the end of 
the second week—that is on Monday, April 11 
—there was a gain in weight of two and a 
half pounds, making a clear gain of three 
and a half to four pounds for two weeks, 
her condition at present is that she is free 
from fev er, has a good appetite, sleeps well, 
is not weakened by coughing, and her spirits 
are good. 
Tho total expectoration is about 
one dram, one-eighth of anounca, in twenty- 
sev en hours. 'i .)«• microscopical examination 
Monday showed bacilli still present, but 
the amount of lung tissue is v ery much de­ 
creased.

was that the temperature upon the ad­ 
ministration of the gas showed a fev er of 103, 
and declined in half an hour to ninety-eight, 
a sudden drop of four, followed by un abso­ 
lute crav ing for food, which seemed to agree 
perfectly with the patient, and in turn was 
followed in half an hour by a drowsy sensa­ 
tion prompting the patient to sleep, waking 
from which she had a perfectly restful feel­ 
ing. 
The gas reaches the lung s within ten min­ 
utes after adm inistration, and is clearly dis­ 
cernible on the breath by the characteristic 
odor of the sulphurated hydrogen which is 
used.
